The 2020 pandemic reduced revenues while 
creating additional expenses, many of which are on- 
going. For example, to close off the school bubble, 
Stanstead College has been allowing day students to live

Unfortunately, a technical hitch on the Friday eve- 
ning delayed the YouTube premiere, but we were 
able to broadcast on Microsoft Teams, keeping the 
tradition alive. 


The Saturday Baccalaureate and Prize-Giving Service, 
however, proceeded more smoothly. The video began 
with Mr. Blair piping us out of the heart towards Cente- 
nary Church. Speeches by the head and associate head 
of school, the board chair and guest speaker Necola 
Guerrina were pre-recorded at church. For the hand- 
ing of prizes and diplomas, individual slides were made 
of all recipients. All this was broadcast to parents and 
students as a premiere so that all could be part of the 
occasion at one time. 


As for the highlights of Baccalaureate, Oscar Haase 
of Montgomery, Vt., was recipient of the Donald McG. 
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Hackett Prize for Creativity (in one or more areas of 
school life); the Grade 12 Math, Chemistry and Physics 
Prizes; the Technology Prize (for a significant contribu- 
tion to furthering the use of technology in learning & 
community); the Spofforth Trophy for Excellence in 
Science and Mathematics; the Arthur E. Curtis Jr. Award 
for the top student entering an engineering program; 
and the Birks’ Silver Medal for the highest overall 
average in Grade 12. 


In addition, Oscar received the Allan Family Cup, award- 
ed to a student who has shown exceptional friendship, 
camaraderie, kindness and support to all members of 
the school community across age, gender, language, 
cultural, and other boundaries. 


The school’s top prize, the Pitcher Memorial Prize 
(awarded to the student who as exerted the greatest 
influence for good), was presented to graduating student 
and co-head prefect Jérémie Gagnon of Dieppe, NB. 


The Wilder Shield, awarded to the junior student with 
the most positive influence, went to Dominic Pokora, 
Grade 9, of Stanstead. 


The Head of Schools Award, presented to an active and 
positive citizen in the Stanstead College community, 
went to “lifer” Ba Nam Nguyen of Boucherville, Que.

“Stanstead College has positioned you well on your way 
to truly understanding your unique strengths, weakness- 
es and passions because it continually challenges you 

to embrace new experiences,” she said. “Every time you 
took a new class; participated in a club that was outside 
of your comfort zone; pushed yourself to the limits on 
the court, field or ice trying to beat BCS in those game- 
winning finals; or when you stayed up after lights-out 


talking to your roommate from another part of the world. 


In each of those moments, you were embracing new expe- 
riences, and all the while, gaining a better understanding 
of who you are.” 


The Grade 12 Class of 2020 consisted of 57 students, 
who received offers from a total of 100 schools in 
Canada, the USA and around the world. The most popu= 
lar school was Concordia University, Montreal, with 10 
students accepting offers, with the most popular major 
being business. To date, the scholarship dollars offered 
to the class of 2020 is over $2 million.

Associate Head Joanne Carruthers, “Don’t 
worry, the school practically runs itself” 


And for a while it was humming along 
beautifully. To begin 2019-20, the College 
had opened Cowen House, had hosted a 
successful CAIS soccer tournament and 
was enjoying a spirited winter term 


But as the new year arrived, there were 
rumblings about a flu virus in China. 


“At the time, | felt the very Canadian sense 
of ‘everything’s going to be fine, people are 
over-reacting,” Mrs. Carruthers recalls. 


But then, during the annual Lunar New Year 
celebration in the student centre, Admis- 
sions Associate Jane Liu said to her, “This is 
going to be big.” That’s when Mrs. Carruthers 
started to worry. 


And it was also the start of many meetings, 
with the initial preoccupation being what 
to do with the Chinese students over March 
break. But as the break drew closer, so did 
the virus. 


“FIL never forget near the end of Café Capp, 
Tatsuhiro came up to me,” says Mrs. Carruthers. 
“He was really worried about the virus. He said 
there was a case in the Townships, in Bromont 
as it turned out. | said, ‘Come on, it’s one case’ 
We were all naive about how it really starts.” 


The next day, the students went on break. 
The following day, Quebec shut down 
schools for two weeks. They stayed closed 
until May and, for Stanstead College, the rest 
of the school year. 


It turns out the school no longer ran itself. 


Mrs. Carruthers says she didn’t feel panic. 
If anything, she felt relief that the students 
were on their way home, safe. It was time 
to get down to business. 


“Luckily, lm able to compartmentalize,” she 
Says. “| can put this aside and focus on that. 
| don’t get worried. Instead | think, ‘What’s 
the solution?” 
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Nonetheless, she admits to there being a lot 
of sleepless nights. “Nobody signed up for 
this,” she says. 


Mrs. Carruthers along with the school lead- 
ershio and support from the board began 
outting together a plan to end the year and, 
later, to reopen in the fall. As classes resumed 
online in April, Mrs. Carruthers became the 
face of the school, in video messages to the 
students and Zoom calls with parents, and a 
reassuring face at that. 


“Its who | am. | mean, | knew it was important 
to project calm, | knew that people needed 
to hear it, but it is part of my personality. 

We can only deal with what we can control. 
But that optimism can be sometimes 
misguided,” she says with a laugh. 


For example, she was certain new international 
students would be allowed to re-enter Canada 
without issue. That didn’t happen until late 
October. “We were always hopeful but maybe 
we weren't realistic enough,” she said. 


Parents, however, were almost universally 
supportive of the school’s decisions and the 
way the third term was delivered. In fact, 
improved communications with parents is 
one of the few upsides of the pandemic. 


“The parent Zooms, the communication 
we've had with parents have been phenom- 
enal. Zooms have changed the connections 
with parents, and some parents prefer the 
virtual tours. Many of the things we're doing 
now will become a permanent part of what 
we do. We have more tools in our pocket.” 


The other positive is a greater sense of ap- 
oreciation for her co-workers. 


“I’ve always been grateful for my job and 
the people | work with here,” she says. 

“I feel that even more. lm almost over- 
whelmed with gratitude.” 





In many ways, Stanstead College 
was ahead of the curve when it 
came to facing pandemic teaching. 


Two years ago, the school began using the 
Blackbaud online platform for reporting and 
scheduling along with creating classroom 
portals for posting and receiving student as- 
signments. Then at the start of 2019-20, the 
school’s IT manager, Lonnie Jeeves, began 
heavily promoting and training teachers on 
Microsoft Teams. 


Admittedly, some teachers were skeptical 
about why such a small school like Stanstead 
would need a platform for group messaging 
and videoconferencing. 


Little did they know... 


“When the decision came that schools were 
going to shut down, there was so much info 
being fired at us,” recalls Director of Academ- 
ics Andrew Blair. “But we really just needed 
two simple tools, one that would link to 
reporting and communication with parents, 
and that was Blackbaud, and one that would 
link to videoconferencing and face-to-face 
communications, and that was Teams. All 
that structure was in place. It was magical.” 


Teachers, then, were able to get up to speed 
and prepare their classes with only two 
weeks training prior to the start of the third 
term. While distance learning was and is 
imperfect, the College was able to maintain 
its high standards. 


The bigger problem, says Mr. Blair, was 
trying to understand how this third term 
would be assessed. 


“There was a real lack of communication. We 
were hearing things on the news before the 
Education Ministry sent anything out,” he 
says. “We were always trying to hypothesize 
what was coming next. There’s no COVID-19 
manual. We're writing it as we go along.” 


In the end, there was a balance between what 
we knew and what was best, while keeping 
parents in the loop as much as possible. 


“When we rolled things out, we went through 
all the benefits—what we were doing, how 
we were doing it—and we tried to answer 

as many questions as we could through the 
orocess. Whatever the end product was go- 
ing to be, we knew what we were doing was 
in the kids’ best interest and consistent with 
what the Ministry was asking us to do.” 


Even after the school year ended, there was 
no summer vacation. There were teacher 
hirings, class assignments, reconfiguring the 
school, preparing for the fall and waiting, 

as always, for government guidelines. The 
school year started with teachers deliver- 
ing classes in person while simultaneously 
broadcasting to distance-learning students, 
many of them in far-distant time zones. 


While Mr. Blair is humble about the tremen- 
dous amount of work that went into the third 
term and the current year—“Nobody needs 
to know how much work anybody is doing. 
People just need to know it got done.” —he 
feels Stanstead has developed a solid plat- 
form that can be adapted and used for post- 
COVID times. 


“How do you deal with adversity? The 
answer is you have to stand up front and 
say, ‘Here are the facts, here’s what we have 
to do, this is how we're going to make the 
best of it, you put a plan together and you 
execute It.” 
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In the past, weekend activities have consisted 
of trios off campus to paintball, Walmart, res- 
taurants, malls or trampoline parks, to name 
a few. This fall, off-campus outings almost 
entirely ceased to exist. Animation has trans- 
formed correspondingly. 





“We had to reinvent ourselves because we 
relied heavily on off-campus activities,” said 
Adam Spirk, Stanstead’s animation coordina- 
tor. “Now we are constant entertainment - 
truly an animation team for the students.” 


Although the work has increased, the posi- 
tives still outweigh the challenges; there are 
now a greater variety of activities at hand for 
students. 


Students have been able to participate in 
activities such as bingo, a volleyball tour- 
nament, a putting/chioping tournament, 
bonfires, glow-in-the-dark dodgeball, Fear 
Factor, scavenger hunt, tie-dying T-shirts, a 
Halloween haunted forest, quesadilla night, 
sushi night, formal steak dinner nights, flag 
football and movies outside. 


While dances have been impossible, the 
school was at least able to hold a Christmas 
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dinner. As with all events, students attended 
by grade in order to limit contact outside 
their academic “bubble.” This is perhaps one 
of the toughest drawbacks of the College 
under COVID is this inability for students to 
mix with other grades. 


Grocery trips to the local Marche Traditions 
have been among the most popular off-cam- 
ous activities. After hours, the store opens 
strictly for Stanstead College students who 
truly enjoy and are grateful for the short 
outing off campus. 


In the past it had been a struggle to get kids 
to participate in on-campus activities. 
However, that has quickly changed. 


“Students truly are appreciative of the 
activities that are being held. They aren’t 
taking them for granted,” said Spirk. 





When Valeria Rodriguez Fernandez went home to Mexico for March break, the Grade 12 
student noticed personnel were taking pretty serious precautions at the Montreal airport. 
Even then, though, she thought COVID was just a China problem. 


Shortly after, the College announced it would be starting the third term online. 


“I was talking with my friends in Canada and all over the world, and they were saying, ‘Oh yeah, 
we're going to go back, I’m sure. Don’t worry,” recalls Valeria. “I didn’t want to get my hopes up, 
| didn’t want to be disappointed, but | was just trying to be positive. And then the school sent 
out an email saying we weren't coming back at all. | was so sad. | cried for like a week.” 


At Stanstead since Grade 8, Valeria had been 
making the most of her final year. 


“My grades were getting perfect, | had accomplished 
everything | wanted to do, | was on Head's list, | got a 
Major S for volleyball,” she says. “I was waiting for this 
for so long. Finally, it was my time: Baccalaurate and 
grad dinner and prom. But | didn’t finish in the right 
way. The only thing | could do was send out emails 
and messages to teachers and people who made my 
experience there the best in my life.” 





As with many grads, COVID also changed Valeria’s 
oost-secondary plans. Accepted into Lynn University in Florida, Valeria is instead taking 
online classes in Mexico. She hopes to get back to Stanstead some day soon. 


“| feel | need to go back to Stanstead to say goodbye, so | can close that chapter of my 
life,” she says. 


For parent Solange Gagnon, parent of Jérémie Gagnon (2020), the move to distance 
learning meant not only dealing with a disappointed child but also taking on an academic 
support role. 


“Our role was to helo Jérémie through that process and making sure that he was always on 
too of his homework and getting ready for his AP exams,’ says the Moncton, NB resident. 


While students were disappointed about how the year ended, Mrs. Gagnon said she was 
equally sad. 


“This was a year we were supposed to be celebrating and recognizing the efforts of all the 
students,” says Mrs. Gagnon. “We had made some great friends [through the varsity boys 
hockey team] and we didn’t know when we were going to see each other again. It was the 
disappointment of not being able to live those experiences together.” 


This fall, Jérémie was in Grand Falls working and playing hockey for the Grand Falls Rapids, 
with a deferred acceptance to University of Waterloo’s engineering co-op program. 


“He keeps in touch with his classmates,” says his mother. “It might be at their 5- or 10-year 
reunion, but hopefully some day they'll have a proper celebration.” 


From Chugiak, Alaska, just outside 
Anchorage, Conner Ehmann stayed 
committed to his online Grade 12 classes 
more than many. Despite the time 
difference, he attended all classes live. 
This meant going to bed around 7 or 8 at 
night during the bright Alaskan evenings 
and getting up at 4am. 


“| have to be there in the moment to get it,” 
he says of his learning style. “| need to be 
able to contact people for help right away.”

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Two, there was virtually no one on campus for nearly three montns. Combining the two, 
summer employees joined the maintenance crew to tackle much-needed repairs and 
renovations around campus. 





Even though these upgrades added to expenditures in a year that already saw a loss of revenue, it was 
infrastructure work that needed to be done, and the opportunity was too good to pass up. 


The work was literally from top to bottom, starting with scraping and painting the Colby clock tower 
all the way to crowning Philip Field to improve drainage. 


Other works included: 


e New stamped cement walkways to replace asphalt from 
the south parking lot to Davis and from Bugbee to the school 
entrance; the goal is to redo all walkways/poaths throughout 
the campus over the next two years. 


e Davis House: all rooms on first and second floors were renovat- 
ed with new floors, susoended ceilings, new closets, installation 
of gyorock to replace cinder block and new furniture 


e Webster House: new drainage, all rooms and halls painted, 
removal of backside driveway and garden installed in the front 
of the House. 


e Bugbee House: second floor Bugbee had new floors installed 
to replace the cork floors that were very worn. All rooms are 
now doubles and not triples or quadruples 


e Reconfiguration of the Health Centre to create isolation rooms 
e New classrooms on third floor of Colby 
e Installation of anew beach volleyball court 


e Equipping classrooms with the means to provide 
distance learning

could hang out in an environment with a free flow of air to reduce the chance of infection.

Jason Scott (1998) attended Stanstead College for only one year, 
but that year proved to be the most memorable and important of his life, 
a year that eventually led him to being named head coach of the national 

American football team in Great Britain. 


Jason grew up in Preston, England, a city roughly 50 km 
northwest of Manchester. In his final year of high school, 
he applied for the English-Sopeaking Union Scholar- 

ship, which allows young people to learn and develop 
their skills and dive into new cultures. The program then 
assigns you to a school anywhere in North America. 
Strictly by chance, Jason was assigned Stanstead Col- 
lege, where he enrolled in Grade 12. 


At the time, American football was just beginning to 
become popular in the UK. Jason liked the sport and fol- 
lowed it but had never had the chance to play. 


“It was at Stanstead where | put on my first pair of pads, 
where | learned to play the game, and where | learned to 
love the game,” said Jason. 


His passion for football flourished under the coaching 
leadership of Andy Elliot and Andre Simard. That 1997 
season, the team was undefeated in 9 games, won the

Senator Howard Cup, the regular season banner and the 
playoff championship. 


“We destroyed everyone,” he said. 


Jason even received a Major S in his first year of play. 
“It’s still on display in my office!” 


That winter, Jason was a manager for senior boys 
hockey and, in the spring term, co-captained the ETIAC 
championship senior boys rugby team. He says he has 
so many memories made with his teams, including 
traveling across Quebec and Ontario. Those memories 
turned into long-lasting friendshios for Jason, some that 
have endured till this day.

Jason’s passion for football continued to grow even after 
graduating from Stanstead. He attended Loughborough 











University back in England, receiving a master of science in 
ohysical education, teaching and coaching. In his first year, 
he joined the school’s American football team. However, 
after suffering an injury in his third year, he switched to the 
other side of the bench, becoming a part-time coach.

The Start of a New Role 


The following year, at 26 years old, he became the head 
coach for the Loughborough team. Six years and two 
national titles later, Jason decided he wanted to chal- 
lenge himself by looking for coaching opportunities in 
the United States.

Jason joined the defensive coaching staff at Massacheu- 
sett’s Endicott College in 2011. In his first season with the 
Seagulls, they finished the year 10-2, a program record, 
which led them to an ECAC North Atlantic Bowl win. In 
2012, they returned to the ECAC North Atlantic Bowl 
and defended their title.

After his time at Endicott, Jason joined the Mississippi 
State Bulldogs for the 2014 season as an assistant de- 
fence coach. This was a historic season for the Bulldogs, 
as they ranked #1 for the first time ever in the Amway 
Coaches Poll and the Associated Press Poll; both polls 
rank the top 25 teams in the highest level of football in 
the NCAA Division 1. They spent a total of six weeks at 
the number one spot. The team’s season ended with 

a 10-3 record, with memorable wins against Louisiana 
State University, Texas A&M, and Auburn University.

Return to Home 


When it was time to return home, Jason was able to 
pick up right where he left off. He rejoined the coach- 
ing staff of Tamworth

This past March, Jason 
was named the head 
coach for the Great Brit- 
ain National American 
Football team. Unfor- 
tunately, the pandemic 
began just shortly after, 
cancelling the com- 
petitive season. Jason is 
nonetheless very grate- 
ful for the opportunity 
to share his knowledge 
of football so American 
football can become 
bigger in the UK.

Nathalie Lussier came of age along with the Internet. The Class of 2003 graduate 
began building her first websites for fun at the age of 12. Back then, an internet 
account came with free webhosting, so Nathalie took advantage of It. 

Those first websites focused on anime and poetry, but she also built a site 

for her father Rene’s Stanstead hair salon. 


In the process, she started meeting other pioneer 
builders in what was a primitive form of social media. 


“The community aspect of it made me want to do more 
and get better at it,” says Nathalie from her home in 
Ontario’s Niagara region. “Tinkering, writing and creating, 
and then getting feedback from friends and, you know, 
just kind of learning. | was hungry for that feedback.” 


That glimpse of the world via early internet culture heloed 
orepare Nathalie for her arrival at Stanstead College in 
Grade 10, where diverse cultures were present in person. 
“I think it was easier to connect because | already had a 
little bit of a background in doing that virtually.” 


At the College, Nathalie was a member of the Web- 
site Club, which managed the school’s early websites, 
including a version built by her and Michael Tang that 
amazingly remained in use until 2010. She also began 
building sites in her spare time for local companies. 
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While Nathalie had connected online with other girls 
who were passionate about coding, she soon came to 
realize that she was somewhat of a rare breed. 


“At Stanstead, | remember we had a sort of ‘girls and 
technology’ camp,” she says, “and | still remember 
being the most into code of all the girls. | almost felt 
like they were forced to be there. So that was an 
interesting realization that this was not something 
everybody is geeking out over.” 


But Stanstead, she says, gave her permission to succeed. 
“It was the first academic environment where it was 
cool to do well in school. That gave me the confidence 
to be my geeky self, make friends and go after my 
dreams without fear of judgment.” 


It also led her to an acceptance at University 
of Waterloo, where she earned her degree in software 
engineering.

Flora Ann Bryant was the first woman to receive a 
bachelor of arts degree from Bishop’s University. 
Born near East Bolton, Quebec in 1871, she was a 
graduate of Stanstead Wesleyan College, where she 
attended for four years and won a gold medal for 
academics in her final year. 






Miss Bryant completed two years at McGill University 
before transferring to Bishop’s College, as it was then 
known.
